Death Under Investigation

Charlevoix County po- 
lice are investigating the 
death of 26-year old 
William “Billy” Grice who 
passed away on December 
24th as result of serious 
head injuries which police 
are stating may have oc- 
curred due an altercation 
with a family member. 

William Grice sustained 
his injuries roughly eight 
hours before being trans- 
ported to Charlevoix Area 
Hospital on December 
22nd. The hospital deemed 
that his injuries required 
emergency surgery and 
sent him to McLaren Hos- 
pital in Petoskey. 

Despite the surgery, Mr. 
Grice died on December

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Retirement Looks Bright For 


Baby Boomers 


After years on the job 
and endless family respon- 
sibilities, baby boomers are 
ready to redefine what it 
means to be retired.

WINTER HOME MAINTENANCE 


Hot Tips for preventing cold weather damage from roof ice dams 


Ice dams occur in climates with 
freezing temperatures. When the 
temperature in the attic is above 
freezing, snow on the roof melts 
and runs down the sloping roof. 
When the snowmelt runs down the 
roof and reaches the colder eaves 
(overhang) and gutters, it re- 
freezes. 

After several days of melting- 
freezing cycles, the freezing 
snowmelt builds up and forms a 
dam of ice, behind which water 
ponds. The ponding water can 
back up under the roof shingles 
until water enters the attic and 


eventually does damage to the inte- 


rior ceilings, walls, and contents 
along the exterior walls. 

Research has shown sun expo- 
sure in the winter has little effect 
on attic air temperature. Warm air 
from living spaces below penetrat- 
ing into the attic is usually the cul- 
prit in the formation of roof ice 
dams. The presence of significant 
icicles along the gutter or eaves 
may be an indication of roof ice 
damming. 

There’s no way to guarantee an 
ice dam will not damage your 
home, but you can reduce the like-

lihood of an ice dam forming in 
the first place: 

O Thoroughly clean all leaves, 
sticks, and other debris from rain 
gutters and down spouts. This al- 
lows melting roof snow to flow 
into gutters and through down 
spouts. 

UO Strive to keep snow on your 
roof to a minimum. Long-handled 


devices called “roof rakes” let you 
stand on the ground and pull the 
snow off the roof. Keeping heavy 
snow loads off your roof reduces 
the chances for both ice dam for- 
mation and roof failure due to the 
weight. 
CL Keep gutters and down spouts 
clear of snow and icicles all win- 
ter. 
C1] Evaluate the insulation and 
ventilation in your attic. Most ex- 
perts agree attic insulation should 
have an R-value of at least R-30 (R- 
38 is preferable in northern cli- 
mates). In addition, good airflow 
from under the eaves or soffit area 
along the underside of the roof 
and out through the roof vents is 
essential. The insulation prevents 
heat loss from the interior of the 
home. The venting allows the attic 
air to stay cold enough to prevent 
or minimize the freeze/thaw cycle 
on the roof. Consult a reputable 
roofing and/or insulation contrac- 
tor about these improvements.

Goodwill also recycles metal 
items, cardboard, purses, belts, 
shoes, books and clothing.

Dear Dave, 

Do you have any advice for 
teaching responsibility and gen- 
erosity to adult children and 
grandkids when it comes to 
money? 

Justin 

Dear Justin, 

I think there are three key fac- 
tors when it comes to teaching 
children of any age about these 
concepts—humility, gratitude 
and contentment. In my mind, 
humility is where gratitude 
comes from, and gratitude leads 
to contentment. 

I’m generous to my adult chil- 
dren, but they have no sense of 
entitlement. That’s due to their 
personal humility. They don’t 
feel that I owe them anything, 
and they already know that any- 
one who cops an entitlement at- 
titude gets cut off. You’re no 
longer qualified for my generos- 
ity when you lose your gratitude. 

You’ve got to spend time talk- 
ing to kids about these things. 
Otherwise, you run the risk of 
them counting on the income. 
Here’s an example. We coach 
some family businesses at my 
company, and the best family 
businesses are the ones that 
teach non-employee family mem- 
bers who receive money from 
the business—dividends from 
the profits—never to live on 
those dividends. I’ve seen lots of 
cases where someone will start 
living on the business they don’t 
work in, and they immediately 
start feeling entitled to the 
money. 

The same principle applies in 
your situation. If someone starts 
saying, “Well, since mom and 
dad are paying for our daycare, 
we can use that money we would 
have spent to buy a car.” That 
means they’ve started counting 
on mom and dad’s generosity to 
live, and that’s a form of entitle- 
ment mentality. 

None of our kids receive any 
kind of financial help from us at 
all, unless they’re already carry- 
ing their weight in their own

lives. That’s not being cold. It’s 
teaching responsibility and self- 
reliance. Now it would be differ- 
ent if one of them developed a 
serious medical issue or some- 
thing like that. But the whole 
idea that mommy and daddy 
have lots of money, and I can just 
get some from them? That 
doesn’t fly in our family. 

You have to teach them char- 
acter and giving in order for 
them to be valid recipients. Plus, 
it’s all about the kids’ attitude. 
But you’ve got to talk about it 
often and communicate the 
value system out loud. The gift- 
ing and generosity are contin- 
gent upon the humility that 
leads to gratitude that leads to 
contentment.

Plus, if you need a co- 
signer to buy a house, car or 
anything else, it means you’re 
not financially ready for that 
purchase. 

Take some time, maybe two or 
three years, to get your business 
up and running. Go find a de- 
cent, inexpensive place to rent 
then pay off any debt you have 
while saving up as much money 
as possible. I want you to havea 
nice house one day, Peter. But 
you’re just not ready now. A 
house should be a blessing, not a 
burden.

Boyne City Man's death 


under investigation 

Charlevoix County Sheriff Don 
Schneider reports his office is investi- 
gating the death of a 26 year old 
Boyne City man. 

William Grice was transported to 
the Charlevoix Area Hospital on De- 
cember 22, 2013 by family members, 
approximately eight hours after an in- 
cident had taken place at his home in 
the early hours that morning. Earlier 
reports have indicated there may 
have been an altercation with a family 
member. 

Grice was subsequently trans- 
ported to McLaren Northern Michigan 
Hospital in Petoskey where he under- 
went emergency surgery. Grice died 
on December 24th as the results of 
his injuries. He was further trans- 
ported to Grand Rapids for a forensic 
exam. 

The investigation remains open. 
However, alcohol is believed to have 
been a contributing factor. 

Upon results of the forensic exam, 
the report will be forwarded to 
Charlevoix County Prosecutor Allen 
Telgenhof for review.

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Quick Tips On Getting Debt Under Control In 2014 


The New Year is only a few 
weeks away, and after the holiday 
gifts and decorations are packed 
away, mailboxes will soon be 
packed with credit card bills. 

“Tn early January, we really see 
a surge in calls from people wor- 
ried about their holiday bills,” 
said David Flores , GreenPath 
personal finance counselor. 
“Once the excitement of the holi- 
days has passed, they realize 
they need to get serious about 
paying off their debt in the New 
Year.” 

GreenPath Debt Solutions, a 
nationwide, non-profit credit 
counseling and education organi- 
zation, has come up with a list of 
ways to work your way out of 
debt in the New Year. 

- Plan Your Finances — This is 
an important first step to take in 
the New Year. An active financial 
plan is a tool that helps reduce 


spending and increase savings. 

“You shouldn’t simply be con- 
tent with having money left over 
in your checking account, at the 
end of each month,” said Flores. 
Developing a plan will allow 
more financial freedom and en- 
able you to get through financial 
emergencies. 

- Create a Budget - A budget 
forces you to get your spending 
under control, and to “live below 
your means,” which is exactly 
what you’ll need to do to start 
eliminating your debt. Making 
little adjustments to your 
lifestyle can add up to big sav- 
ings. “Be sure to give yourself a 
bit of breathing room in your 
budget for unexpected expenses,” 
said Flores. 

Prioritize Your Debts — “Debts 
that take first priority are the 
ones directly related to your abil- 
ity to survive, such as mortgages 


or auto loans,” said Flores. “If 
you don’t pay these loans, you 
can face foreclosure or reposses- 
sion.” Flores recommends prior- 
itizing payments into three 
categories: high priority (hous- 
ing, child support, utilities, car 
loans); medium priority (per- 
sonal secured loans, student 
loans, home improvement loans); 
and low priority (loans for house- 
hold goods, credit cards, doctor’s 
bills). 

- Estimate Available Income — 
Income can be a weekly pay- 
check, pensions, public assis- 
tance and investments. After you 
subtract taxes and other deduc- 
tions from your total income, you 
will have your available income 
that you can work with each 
month. 

Check Your Spending - Identify 
your past spending patterns by 
reviewing cancelled checks, re- 


ceipts, and charge statements, for 
the past two to three months. 
Place expenses in “fixed” or 
“flexible” categories. Fixed ex- 
penses occur at specific times 
and rarely change (car note or 
mortgage). Flexible expenses 
fluctuate from month to month, 
and may possibly be altered to 
balance the plan (credit card 
bills, electric bill). 

- Use Cash for New Purchases - 
Unless you pay off the entire bal- 
ance every month, you are proba- 
bly paying interest on new 
purchases from the date of the 
purchase. If you stop using your 
credit cards all together, you will 
be able to reduce your debt more 
quickly. Because of compounded 
daily interest, it is far better to 
use cash for the things you need 
and adjust your budget to accom- 
modate those expenses, rather 
than to use credit cards and then 


struggle to send large payments. 

- Review Your Plan - You 
should review your plan about 
every two to three months. Do 
not be surprised if, in the begin- 
ning, actual expenses are quite 
different from what you initially 
listed. Your plan will become 
more realistic as you continue 
the process. 

Planning ahead early in the 
New Year can set you on a path to 
being debt-free in 2014.

This is when new en- 
rollments can take place for 
Medicare Prescription Drug 
Plans and Medi-care Advan- 
tage Plans for the upcoming 
year. 

Each year can bring about 
changes in the Medicare drug 
plan offerings as follows: 

Often there are new plans of- 
fered and some are terminated 
Monthly premiums _ often 
change Drugs that are ap- 
proved for coverage under plan 
(formularies) can change The 
deductibles often change The 
co-pay charges can vary from 
year-to-year 

Existing plans may not pro- 
vide the same level of cover- 
age in the donut hole or gap. 

These are just a few reasons 
that Medicare beneficiaries 
should review their prescription 
drug plans each year, even if 
their list of medications remains 
the same.

MEDICARE NEWS 


There are currently 31 stand- 
alone prescription drug insur- 
ance plans authorized by 
Medicare for 2014. In addition, 
there are another 5 plans that 
are under sanction and may 
possibly be available for the 
upcoming year, providing that 
the plan sponsors are able to 
demonstrate to Medicare that 
they can meet all of the require- 
ments going forward. 

While there are a large num- 
ber of drug plans available, it is 
important to keep in mind that 
the only way to make a correct 
choice is to do an analysis 
using Medicare’s Plan Finder 
located at 
https:/Awww.medicare.gov/find- 
a-plan. Once the personal in- 
formation and medications are 
en-tered, plans can be com- 
pared to determine which are 
going to work best. Enrollment 
in a dif-ferent plan can also be 
done using the same website. 
If a Medicare beneficiary wants 
to stay in the same plan for 
2014, then nothing needs to be 
done, presuming that their plan 
is still avail-able for next year. 

For those who do not feel 
comfortable doing their own on- 
line plan search, help is avail- 
able from the 
Medicare/Medicaid Assistance 
Program (MMAP). _ Trained 
counselors can help with plan 
comparisons and also screen 


for eligibility in the Extra Help 
Program that can assist with 
prescription drug and premium 
costs; and also screen for eligi- 
bility in Medicaid health bene- 
fits.
